Through an inter- 
preter, he stated : " It. is so rare a 
thing to find a genuine deaf mute 

begging as to almost be negligible. 
Whenever it i s possible to secure 

police co-operation, it has been 

proven that the beggar was an tm 

poster, no deaf man needs to beg. 
We are always ready to give assis- 

tnnee ne c ess a ry to proven! such 

pi act ice, and all our local and 
national associations have been 
flirhting tii" evil for years.

ed a paper saying he was deaf and 
a mote ami as Inn ror alms.

December r8th, 1888. 

At the age of six years he entered 
Spartansburg School for the Deaf. 
The following year his parents 
moved to New York and placed him 
in Lexington Avenue School for the 
Deaf, where he first achieved fame. 
Running was no pastime at that 
time, but he made a name for him- 
self as a basket-ball player. 
Through the instruction of Mr. W. 
S. Kupfer, Leopold became an all- 
round athlete figuring prominently 
as an athlete of some ability. He 
could do one hundred yards in eleven

In the Battle of Friedland, ou 
.lune 14, 1807, there was a young 
lieutenant in Napoleon's armory 
named Schramm. When the victo- 
rious general was riding over the 
battlefield that evening, he came 
rrpon the eighteen year old ollicer 
lying on the ground, mortally 
wounded, and weeping bitterly. 
" Why do you weep "" asked Napo- 
leon, as he lode by." Because I must 
die before I can beoctne a captain," 
the youth complained. The words 
of the dying lieutenant softened the 
emperors heart. " My son, 1 shall 
gladly fulfill your wish," he said. 
" 1 hereby advance you to Ihe rank 
ot captain." The unexpected 
promotion actually saved the boy's 
life; he recovered. Filler on he 
fought most valiantly for the cause 
of Napoleon, and by Ihe time of 
the Battle of Waterloo he had al- 
ready become a general He outlived 
his "last momenta" on the field of 
Fticdland by more than seventy 

ire.

seconds, which was a good time for a 
school boy, four hundred forty yards 
in fifty eight seconds, and held 
supremacy as a high jumper clearing 
the bar at five feet and three inches. 
As a basket-ball player he was the 
mainstay of the team, and it was 
largely due to his accurate shooting 
many a close game was won.. As re- 
cords go, yearly averages find him 
the chief point scorer. The basket 
ball team, in which Leopold figured, 
was organized in 1903, and upon his 
graduation in 1907, he participated 
in one hundred sixty-seven games, 
of which one hundred fifty-nine 
were victories, against eight defeats. 

From basket-ball he turned to 
athletics, and up to the present 
day remains undefeated from sixty 
to four hundred and forty yards. 
Liberal handicaps have been given 
to dash competitors, but he always 
managed to romp home in the first 
place. His times for distances are 
sixty yards in 7J seconds, 100 yards 
in 10$ seconds; 220 yards in 254 
seconds; 300 yards in 35 seconds, 
440 yards in 54 seconds. 

Not only has he run for the deaf, 
but is connected with Clark House 
A. A., a hearing organization, and 
has been on the winning team for 
vears. He has, all told, 50 me- 
dals and a score of prizes. To-day 
he remains undefeated, and he has 
seen future stars come and go but he 
goes on forever. Next Summer he 
will be seen in action again, against 
all comers. It's his seventh year as 
undefeated champion, and he is as 
good as ever. Come ou, boys, get 
busy and see if you can't wrest the 
laurels from him. He does not 
know or understand what defeat 
means. See if you can teach him.

"What a piece of work is man ! 
So noble in reason, so infinite in 
faculty; in form and moving how 
express in admirable; in action how 
like an angel; in apprehension how 
like a god! The beauty of the 
world, the paragon of animals, the 
very quintessence of dust. ' ' 

These inspired words of Shake- 
speare, uttered over three centuries 
ago, are fulfilled as truths, only in an 
intelligent, educated man, and not 
in an ignorance Most men re- 
main in an embryo state, " half man 
and half alligator," until their high- 
er faculties of body, mind and soul 
are evolved. 

Education means to draw out; 
educe from raw materials; the high- 
er qualities. Man is the last great 
creation of the Almighty Architect; 
in a crude state. A seed corn to 
be developed by growth. Unlike a 
vegetable or cereal, or even an ani- 
mal, man has been gifted by Divi- 
nity with a magic power to make 
himself grow aright; a creator, in 
conjunction with the great Creator 
himself 

Man has been endowed with a 
magnificent privilege of co-operat- 
ing with his Maker in making a 
perfect being. Hence the transcen- 
dent value of education in its widest 
and highest sense. Mankind iu all 
ages shows us examples of what 
impartial teaching and training a 
man, can accomplish. 

The mauy heroic and noble men 
of past centuries in Christian, aud 
even Pagan nations, demonstrate 
the value of systematic culture of 
the physical, mental, aud moral, in- 
nate qualities of human nature. Pag 
anisin, Hebrewism, and Christianity, 
during all periods of history, demon- 
strate in various countries, the truth 
of the power men naturally possess, 
to develop the almost infinite pos- 
sibilities there are within them for 
expansion. 

It would not be necessary to prove 
this very palpable truth of history of 
mankind drawn from records of past 
ages in every line of culture. 
Egypt, Palestine, Greece, Rome, and 
the records of European civilization, 
are full of notable models of men 
distinguished as great men in dif- 
ferent high degrees in bodily, 
mental, and moral developments. 

Christianity and the principles of 
the Gospel of Christ, as elucidated 
iu the Holy Scriptures, show the 
most perfect examples of human 
development in the world. Given a 
healthy child with Christian parents 
and ancestry, well taught and train- 
ed in Christian culture of body, soul 
and mind, with good environment, 
and the ultimate individual will be 
worthy of Shakespeare's high 
tribute to man. 

Christian education begins with 
fidelity, in obeying God's " Laws 
of Life." Attention first to bodily 
sustenance, exercise, and health 
hygienics and physical development. 
The moral nature is next in order, 
and demands first the highest paren- 
tal direction, in connection with 
following the demands of the wond- 
rous mind. The responsibility of 
Christian parents, intelligent Chris- 
tian parents and instructors, soon 
must be shared by the maturing 
child. Hence the evolution of an 
educated Christian is shared ; par- 
ticularly in its early stages ; by 
parents and instructors. Homes, 
schools, churches, colleges, play- 
grounds, farms, workshops, ma- 
chinery and other early employ- 
ments, seem more or less necessary 
in preparing youthful barques to be 
launched upon the sea of individual, 
active progress, towards supreme 
ability and accomplishment. 

No human perfection in any de- 
partment of useful life can usually be 
obtainable without a good home. 
The best home can only be created 
by parents, who have both equally 
prepared themselves to build a good 
home, long before marriage. Many 
disciplinary circumstances tend to 
make men and women worthy to 
become parents of good and great 
children of either sex. 

Children of a larger growth, after 
emerging from schools, must then, 
like your eagles, plume their wings 
to fly for themselves toward the 
heavens of high achievements. Onr 
colleges in the preparatory stages of 
training young men and women, 
should all be Christian schools of 
learning, as well as of secular scho 
larship, 



well as of Science, should be endow* 
ed, and the admirable principles of 
human life, taught by the Bible, 
should be as sedulously inculcated as 
other college instructions. The 
young men and women in our num- 
erous colleges, numbering over three 
hundred thousand students, should 
have religious chaplains, Biblical 
professors, as well as in all other 
branches of learning. 

Many young students, even in our 
Christian land, emerge from classic 
halls, almost as ignorant of Bible 
ethics as Hottentots even were found 
to be. The Bible is a sealed book in 
many American Universities, and 
even in many public schools. 

The religion of Christianity is the 
food as necessary or more so for the 
growth of true men and women, as 
that of any branch of learning and 
training.

Newark March 9. — A man was 
arraigned to day in the Fourth Pre- 
cinct Court accused of malicious 
mischief. 

The defendant pleaded not guilty 
and was placed on trial. He told 
SUch a convincing story that Judge 
Maneusi-Ungaro acquitted him, 

And trot a single word was t-pok- 
en throughout the proceeding. In 
this respect it was the most remark- 
able case on record in the court of 
this city. 

The prisoner was Abraham Fisch- 
man, a deaf-mute, No. 115 Prince 
Street. He was charged wtth hurl- 
ing a stone, through a window in 
the store of Morris Bauman of No. 
131 Prince Stteet. 

By vigorously shaking his head, 
Fischtnan gave the court to under-. 
stand that he pleaded not guilty. 
Then he rested his left arm on the 
court railing, lifted his right foot 
seven inches, to indicate he was 
standing at a bar, and raised his 
right hand to his mouth several 
limes to show he had beeu drinking. 
He did this so well one could almost 
smell his breath. 

Fixchman contended that a small 
Iroy was the culprit. He indicated 
this by grabbing hold of a burly 
court officer and measuring off 
about five feet of his body. Point- 
ing to the policeman, he stopped 
down, pretended to pick up a atone 
aud swung his arm as if he were 
throwing. All this the boy was sup- 
posed to have done. 

Then the defendant stepped back 
a few paces and enacted his own 
role again. He saw the imaginary 
stone flying toward his head and 
ducked. A few seconds later he 
startled the court room by clapping 
his hands and stamping his feet to 
indicate the shattering of the plate 
glass window. 

A sad expression came to bia face 
as he expressed his regret for not 
having checked the flight of the 
stone, aud he swung his arms with 
joy as the Judge silently waved 
him from the court room.

It would seem that water is so in. 
dispensable to life that no animals 
could exist without driuking. 
Nevertheless, Dr. Blanford asserts 
that the antelopes that live in the 
sand desert between the salt lake 
Chtlka and the sea never drink. 

This has beeu doubted by physi- 
ologists, who deny that existence is 
possible in suoh condition, bnt con- 
firmatory evidence is now adduced 
by Or. Drake Brockman. It ap- 
pears that since 1910 a troupe of 
gazelles have lived in the small isl- 
am! Saad-ud-Din, on the side of 
Sotnaliland where there is no source 
of water, and where the annual rain- 
fall is less than three inches, so that 
these gazelles cannot obtain water 
expect at very rare showers. 

The vegetation is very poor, and 
they cannot supplement the lack of 
water during the dry season by con- 
suming roots and bulbous pleats 
rich in liquid.

That the American deaf will sue 
ceed in raising money enough to 
provide a fitting memorial to Abbe 
Michel de 1* Epee can not be doubted. 
Bulletins sent in by the Chairman 
of the Committee in charge of the 
project ( Rev. Dr. James H. Cloud ) 
show a constantly increasing and 
steady growth. 

The editor of the Deaf- Mutes' 
Journal anticipates being present 
at the unveiling of a grand statue to 
De l'Epee. 

He hopes and believes that it will 
be a creation of a great American 
deaf sculptor. 

He has faith that the gratitude of 
the deaf will unloose their purse 
strings and hasten the day which 
will see the successful culmination 
of the very laudable, but very tardy, 
movement to do honor to the first, 
the greatest, the most self-sacrific- 
ing, the most philanthropic bene- 
factor of the deaf of all the world. 

He is emphatically opposed to the 
idea of a " useful" memorial. 

Let all the deaf live lives of use- 
fulness, but make the memorial to 
De l'Epee something sublime and 
inspiring ; something that shall tell 
through the coming centuries the 
story of the removal of the shackles 
of darkness and ignorance, the dis- 
continuance of oppression and per- 
secution, the recognition and con- 
cession to them of all civic rights 
that are the heritage and privilege 
of the peoples of the different nations 
among whom they dwell. 

The history of tbe world is writ- 
ten in monuments and statuary as 
well as in books. Tbe bronze and 
marble memorials perpetuate 
heroism, tbe goodness, the pbilan- 1 to 
thropy, of individuals ; they por- 
tray and proclaim those stupendous 
events that have revolutionized na- 
tions, influenced humanity, altered 
the destinies of the entire world. 
They are open books of inspiration 
to all who look upon them, and are 
far more potent in the lessons they 
convey than the valuable tomes of 
history and biography which can 
not easily be reached, and even 
when readily accessible are seldom 
read. 

Let there be nothing of commer- 
cialism in the memorial to the Abbe 
de l'Epee. 

The so-called " useful" memorials 
convey but scant information to the 
multitude. They are usually known 
only to the few who utilize the 
benefits they may convey or the ad- 



Dbar Friends : I come to say, 
" Thank you," with all my heart, 
to those of you that have so gener- 
ously answered to my appeal in favor 
of the poor Belgian deaf refugees. 
I have received from Miss Edgar, 
of Ohio, she a devoted collector of 
the fund : A first remittance of 
$50 ; and a second of $56 ; making 
in French money, respectively 257 
francs 50 centimes, and 288 francs 
40 centimes, that were paid to me 
without any difficulty at the post 
office, at the beginning of January, 
a few days ago. 

I have, too, received directly from 
America a few other gifts, that have 
not been announced in the list of the 
Deaf- Mutes' Journal, so, though 
I have written directly to the donors, 
I acknowledge their receipt there : 

From the pupils and teachers of the 
Talladega School for the Deaf, by 
Mrs. Weston Jenkins, 66 francs 59 
centimes — most of it being "pen- 
nies and dimes of small children, all 
they had, but given willingly for a 
good cause I" 

From J. E. Trues, China, Texas, 
$1. (This dollar came from a poor 
lonely young farmer, who "would 
gladly give more if he was able, but 
did not have good crops this year, 
so was sending the dollar instead of 
subscribing to the Silent Courrier I) 
From Rev. Charles O. Dantzer, 
collected in the deaf Congregation 
of Philadelphia, or spontaneously 
offered by the Church Members, 20 
dollars 55 cents. 

From the Christian Association of 
the Iowa School for the Deaf, by 
Mr Stewart, 2 dollars. 

I know how hard are the times, — 
even in happy and free America, — 
how harder they are specially for the 
deaf workers, so I cannot say how 
precious these big or small sums 
have been to me, how I felt the 
sacrifices and self denials they re- 
presented, and how encouraged and 
helped I was myself, by tbe kind 
messages and good wishes they 
brought to me and to my afflicted 
people. 

Special mention is due to my 
friend, Miss Edgar, for her great 
work and her splendid result in the 
collection she did ; and it was so 
sweet of her to tell once: "This 
money goes with God's blessing on 
you for your noble work," and the 
second time: "It goes with the 
love of all who contributed." Dear 
Ohio helpers, I am asking to your 
collector to send me the complete 
list of your names, so that I may 
always keep it among my more 
precious records, like I keep the list 
in tbe " Deaf-Mutes' Journal," 
as the names of many dear friends, 
known and unknown, whose kind- 
ness I shall never forget. 

It is a great privilege to me, — and, 
indeed, in spite of the very sad and 
distressing, sometimes nearly heart 
breaking, circumstances of this 
winter of 1914-1915, it has been one 
of the joys and blessings of my life 
to have been able to do this labour 
of love for the victims of tbe war. 
Certainly the deaf refugees,— as well 
as all the other refugees, have been 
relieved by the Government and by 

I various Committees, — they have not 
stranded in a land of savages ! And 
even savages would have been moved 
see them, as they arrived to us 
from the war zones, — haggard, ter- 
rified, the horrors and fright of burn- 
ing towns and villages, and of peace- 
ful people shot and murdered in 
scribed on their pale faces ! But how 
particularly precious have been to 
the deaf members of the trembling 
flock tbe offerings from deaf friends 
like themselves, — friends that fully 
realize their special sorrows and 
appealing needs, — friends that know 
that their infirmity made them twice 
as painfully " strangers in a strange 
land," friends that sympathize with 
them, that are interested in them, 
that LOVE them ! 

In addition of the funds received 

from my American helpers, I have 

had others from France, Switzerland, 

Britain, Holland, Canada ; a few 

more are promised from Australia 

and Sweden. The lists and balances 

are published in full in the magazine 

I edit for deaf women " La petite 

Silencieuse." My magazine gives 

too, the list of tbe Belgian am! 

French refugees I have been able to 

discover and to help, — about fifty 

cases now, among them are several 

deaf couples, and two groups of deaf 

orphan girl refugees, one from the

morials is lost and nothing exists 
except the name. 

The Abbe Michel de l'Epee dedi- 
cated his great mental talents to the 
constmction of a systematic language 
of gesture, that should confer the 
priceless boon of education upon the 
deaf and dnmb ; be gave all of the 
love of a big and warm heart to the 
neglected deaf children whose cause 
he had espoused ; he gave his entire 
fortune and all the money which 
the sympathy and interest engender- 
ed by his work succeeded in attract- 
ing ; be consecrated his life to the 
spiritual and mental uplift of tbe deaf. 
Let us endeavor to tell all this in 
endurable bronze.

numbering twenty-eight girls, each 
of them bavinjg received either a 
little pocket money or a piece of 
clothing ! Every one of my refugees 
has bad little sums of money, 
clothes, books or magazines for 
those able to read, toys for children, 
and a Christmas present for those 
I knew at Christmas time. The 
others will have Easter presents in 
place 1 

I quote in my magazine a few ex- 
amples among so many others: — 

1. Family Houdain of Jeumont, 
near Manbeug, Nbrd. A grand- 
father, deaf and dumb, a sculptor by 
trade. A grandmother, deaf and 
dumb, became blind four years ago, 
both former pupils of the Nancy 
School ; have escaped their 
village invaded by the German 
troops, with their daughter, son in- 
J law and little granddaughter of 12, 
J crippled with palstry and idiot 1 The 



house they built with the savings of 
their whole life is burnt, all the 
works of the old man (somewhat of 
a real artist) destroyed too! The 
family is refugee 72 Rue Camille 
Godart, Bordeaux. Since their com- 
ing here, the poor old woman has 
died of a broken heart, the doctor 
says! The head of the Bordeaux 
School for the Deaf Boys has kindly 
consented to give some work to the 
deaf old sculptor, whom I have in- 
troduced to some Bordeaux deaf. 

2. Marie Baptizita Leerg, Belgian 
girl, 14 years old, former pupil of 
the Burges School. , Refugee in 
Parthenay, Deux Sevres On the ask- 
ing of the temporary government of 
Belgium at Le Havre, I am trying to 
obtain her free admission in the 
Poictiers School for Deaf Girls. 

3. Mr. and Mme. Walterus, a 
young deaf Belgian couple from 
Louvain, and Mme. Walterus's 
younger deaf sister, Mme. Biet, of 
Liege, the wife of a deaf sailor and the 
mother of a baby girl of 18 months 
When Belgium was invaded, the 
Walterus escaped with their sister, 
but Mme. Biet's husband returned 
back in Liege to save his wife's 
father, mother and aunt, — all deaf- 
mutes too, and since, they all disap 
peared and were not heard of again ! 
The two Walterus and Mme. Biet 
with her baby arrived with a ship 
of refugees in London, where a boy- 
scout, noticing that they were deaf- 
mutes, brought them to Rev. Gilby, 
the pastor of the London deaf, who 
very kindly received them and later 
on settled them in a flat of their 
own. The young Belgians were 
safe there, but always thought of 
the dear missing ones they supposed 
to have been killed ! But a few 
weeks ago, Mme. Biet's mother-in- 
law (the only hearing person of the 
family; after having vainly searched 
her in Louvain, Liege and Ostende, 
arrived in London and miraculously 
found the young women, happily 
bringing with her the news that Mr. 
Biet, and the three old people were 
safe and sound in Liege ! Since 
Mme. Biet with her baby has 
returned back to her husband in 
Belgium with her mother-in-law. 
Mr. and Mme. Walterus will remain 
in London till the war is finished. 

4. Less happy than Mme. Biet is 
Mme Linard, another Belgian young 
wife from Charleroi. In the crowd 
and the frantic escape, she too lost 
her husband and arrived in Paris, all 
sobs and tears, with her baby boy in 
her arms. In spite of all search, 
Mr. Linard has never been found 
again ! The young woman lives 
5 Rue Travertiere, Billancourt near 
Paris, where several ladies of mine 
are visiting her. 

5. Beatrix Brookbanks, eighteen 
years old, is the daughter of a French 
mother, deceased, and of an English 
father, a lad of Chantilly, who has 
enlisted since the beginning of tbe 
war and is now a soldier in the Bri 
tish army. The girl is a refugee of 
Oise district, and from Chantilly 
where she lives, though quite deaf, 
she can daily hear the thunder of the 
cannon ! 

6 and 7. In more painful situation 
still are Mr. and Mme. Moreau, a 
deaf couple of Rheims, with their 
three-year-old boy, and little Suz- 
anne Goviniaux, 8 years old, deaf- 
mute, also living in Rheims with her 
mother, while " her dad" is fight- 
ing at the front. Since February all 
of them — like all the Rheims in- 
habitants — are living in large cellars, 
in half darkness, while daily the 
bombs are doing above their heads 
their work of destruction and death ! 

8. Now comes Julie Ringue, 
a poor old deaf girl of 58, a cow- 
keeper in Alsace, to whom a band of 

man soldiers has stolen her cows, 
her only means of living, and who is 
now, homeless and penniless, a poor 
refugee in Badouvilliers ! 

9. I wonder what little Marceau 
Harpillard, 6 years old, deaf-mute, 
still uneducated, but very intelligent, 
will remember later on of the Great 
war ? A rush of terrible looking 
strangely dressed men in the village 
he lived in with his mother, brothers 
and sisters. Detonations, powder- 
smelling smoke, fuliginious and 
thundering lights, the flying away 
in the night, tbe passionate and 
trembling embrace cf his mother. 
And then, the slaying in an un- 
known place, where people looked 
down pitifully at him, and seemed 
to listen with much sympathy the 
stories mamma told them, in crying 
and weeping. And after the warm 
sunny days, the falling leaves, the 
blowing winds, the cold l>ecotning 
harder and harder, the snow and 
frost, so painful for one who has 
nothing to put on but the light 
summer clothes one had in the 
flight. And one day the arrival of 
a big parcel, and the wrapper pulled 
down, tbe marvellous sight of a 
splendid outfit (the gift of a lady 
interested in the work), jacket, trou- 
sers, vest, overcoat, hat — all that 
he hastily needed ! And it was 
so warm and comfortable, and every 
one looked at him in admiration, 
while he proudly went from one 
neighbor to another to show him- 
self ! And the wooden horse that 
Marceau found too in his parcel, how 
triumphantly he took it, kissed it, 
petted it, played with it, and finally 
took it in bed with him to sleep I 

And the two dollars and half sent 
for him to his mother, how they 
proved tp be useful ! 

I would like to speak too of 
Franciscus Vervoort, 34 years old, 
deaf-mute tailor from Antwerp, re- 
fugee in Holland with his wife and 



three children, among whom a four- 
year-old little Hortense, deaf like 
her papa, that I have placed in a 
deaf school ; of Amelie Gaspard, an 
Alsacian girl, refugee in Brittany, 
who has lost in her escape, her 
father, mother and sister, all deaf- 
mutes, too ! Of Marie and Gab- 
reille Milon, 21 and 19 years old, the 
deaf daughters of a prosperous 
farmer in the Rheims region — now 
absolutely ruined, his house pulled 
down, his fields and woods sacked ! 
And of Francois Hequet, a poor 
deaf man of the Pas-de Calais (Chan- 
nel) Zone, whose wife has been kill- 
ed by a bomb, while his cottage and 
all its contents were burned to ashes, 
and who is now alone on earth with 
his two little children. And of 
dear little Georges Ausset, five 
years old, blind and mute, whose 
father has been killed on the battle- 
field I And of so many, so many 
others ! It would be too long, but 
dear helpers, this incomplete list 
shows bow useful and welcome have 
been your gifts. 

The second remittance of $56 
from Miss Edgar has been added to 
another big gift from Scotland, as to 
complete a sum of $200— one thou- 
sand francs — that I sent to the 
prominent Belgian couple, the bene- 
factors of the deaf of Belgium, Mr. 
and Mme. Dresse, who are now 
staying at 7 Trinity Crescent, Folkes- 
sone, England. They intend to 
return back in Belgium as soon as 
possible, they even planned (o go 
away there on February 15th, but 
circumstances have retained them 
for a while. The money is perfectly 
safe iu their hands, and on their 
return home, they will distribute it 
themselves to the more needy deaf 
victims of the war, that have 
remained in Belgium and have had 
such hard and terrible times there 
since the beginning of the war ! 

In addition of these $200 given 
away, and of the sums I have per- 
sonally distributed to the refugees, 
when Peace will be concluded (oh ! 
please God that this happy day may 
come soon I ) as I have explained 
and promised several months ago, 
when I started my work, in the 
September issue of my magazine, 
I shall distribute all the money left 
in balance to the deaf of the Belgian 
and French invaded zones, as to 
help them repair their poor ruined 
homes. 

And now, dear friends, with many 
thanks again, and best wishes for

Mr. Arthur D. Call, the famous 
American Peace advocate, honored 
the undergraduates of Gallaudet 
College, on Sunday afternoon, 
March 7th, with a short but 
eloquent and intetest-compelling 
address, upou his views of Peace 
and how it may be attained. 

Mr. Call made a very strong im- 
pression upon his student audience. 
Though the force of his words were 
necessarily lessened by Dr. Ely's 
fine interpretation in sign language, 
it was nevertheless peifectly 
obvious to all present that Mr. Call 
is an orator of the first water. His 
gestures were forceful and the ever- 
changing expression of his mobile, 
masterful face were a powerful aid 
in Impressing an audience used to 
reading expression. Moreover, Mr. 
Call's views were sound and liberal. 
On the whole, our distinguished 
speakei convinced usthat, however 
secured, Peace is greatly to bo de- 
sired. 

" Nietzsche and Treitbchke." 

When Dr. A. B. Fay announced 
the above as tbe subject of the 
Faculty Lecture, which he purposed 
to deliver on Friday evening, 
March 12th, there was much 
scratching of vacant topknots 
and puzzled conjectures concerning 
the meaning of those jaw-break- 
ing words, which, when one ob- 
serves I hern closely, look most like 
the description of a fellow falling 
into a tub of cold water. Some 
said they were the names of Russian 
fortresses, while others declared 
that they were new brands of break- 
fast food. 

But all guesses were side-tracked 
when Dr. Fay mounted the chapel 
platform and calmly informed us 
that the two words were the names 
of famous German writers, who had 
done much to bring about tbe pre- 
sent war. 

Dr. Fay's remarks concerning 
Niei/.Hche were interesting, but 
were quickly forgotten when be 
proceeded to describe Treitschke, 
the most famous of deaf men. A 
great thrill went through the 
audience when our learned DoetOl 
related how the man, overcoming 
the handicaps of his affliction, 
became successively professor, 
author, and Anally member and 
leader of the Reichstag, and 
Hccnnd in power to Bismarck alone. 
In past years, the Saturday Night 
Dramatic Club has given many a 
•noeessfnl play, but it is to be 
doubted, at least in tbe opinion of 
the otd timer* present, that any of 
these performances quite equalled 
this year's exhibition, M Followed by 
Fate," which was presented in 
Chapel Hall, on Saturday evening, 
March 13th. Both for the excellen- 
cy of the acting and the general 
arrangement of the stage, the pro- 
sent performance was unrivalled by 
its predecessors. 

"Followed by Fate" is a four- 
act melodrama, with a plot center- 
ing about a young newspaperman 
and a "pretty" stenographer. It 
has all the characters peculiar to 
this species of drama — the hero, 
heroine, villain, et cetera. 

Some surprise was expressed by 
the audience at the number of 
" ladies " in the cast, and some who 
doubted the ability of " mere man" 
to exhibit the foibles and weakness- 
es of his "better-arf" imagined that 
the performance would be a fiasco. 
But such doubters got a big jolt 
when they observed the smoothness 
with which the young men imper- 
sonating the "sweet things" car- 
ried off their parts.

A New Job for Deaf Man. 

Rev. E C. Wyaud, Keedysville, 
Md., has been delivering a series of 
historical lectures before an audi 
ence composed of the pupils of the 
Keedysville Grammar and High 
School : 

While teaching in Maryland 
School for the Deaf, he took a post- 
graduate course in History and 
Arch «3o logy under Dr. Hotchkiss, 
at Gallaudet, and was rewarded 
with the degree of M. A. 

He has taken a keen interest in 
the Sunday School and Church 
services in one of the churches at 
Keedysville, in which he was brought 
up. Whenever present at the Sunday 
School, which is one of the largest 
in the country, he has been request- 
ed to teach one of the Advanced 
Bible Classes. In the absence of 
the regular pastor he has been call 
ed repeatedly to fill the pulpit, and 
when he does the congregation is 
always larger. 

At the Staunton Convention, last 
July, Rev. Mr. Wyand was forced 
to use signs instead of speaking, 
because there was more racket out 
in the hall and corridor than if a 
tribe of heathens were encamped 
out, there. Some blow to Oralism, 
that, proof sure of its impracti- 
cability. 

Prof. Driggs, it is said, got, warm 
in the collar over the incidents and 
came near spilling. He used to 
coach Wyand in quacking at 
Gallaudet. He went after him with 
all fours and told him he smiled too 
much, demanded that -he looked 
more pugnacious, and persist in 
speaking when he took the floor 
again. 

If a person, like Mr Wyand, who 
became deaf in adult life, after 
special training in publio speaking, 
and subsequently had years of 
instruction under the best teachers 
that Northampton has turned out, 
failed to make himself heard and 
understood, and that, at a meeting 
of instructors of the deaf, most of 
whom were oral fanatics, what can 
be expected ot the t.orn deaf oralist 
who never heard a word in his life, 
uor had any idea of what the exist- 
ing circumstances, speaking befoie 
an audience of persons unacquaint- 
ed with the deaf ? 

Following the Cleveland N. A. 
1> Convention, Rev. Mr. Wyand 
went to Massillon and Canton, ()., 
where he was the principal speaker 
at the Weyandt Putiuan reunion. 
On Sunday he spoke at the regular 
M. E. Church sei vices to a congre- 
gation that packed the edltlce. A 
news item written by a person who 
had never seen the speaker before 
saiil : "The thing I can't under- 
stand about the Rev. Wyand is 
how he controls his voice, never 
once doling his long address at the 
Saturday reunion or during the 
address at church, yesterday, did he 
get too high or too low, like all the 
deaf who speak. No one present 
would have suspected him of being 
deaf, if the fact had not been made 
known by the speaker himself " 

In his preliminary remarks, the 
speaker explained that his voice 
might not be understood, because he 
hal been deaf a long while, and that 
insti notions in mechanical speech 
had at one time almost ruined his 
natural flow of words.

In a series of articles on Market 
Streets's Place iu Annals of Phila- 
delphia, published in succeeding 
Sunday issues of the Publio Ledg- 
er, the following, whioh is of his- 
toric interest, appeared on March 
7th, as part of the xxrv Article by 
Joseph Jackson : 

First Asylum for Dumb. 

Until two years ago, when a mov- 
ing picture theatre was erected on 
the site, there stood at 1636 Market 
Street the building in which the 
first asylum for the deaf and dumb 
was opened in this State, and the 
third institution of the kind in the 
United States. This was a three 
and a half story brick structure, 
with a store ou the ground floor. 
Iu the early years of the last cen- 
tury it was occupied by David G. 
Seixas as a store for the sale of 
crockery and queensware. Seixas 
was a son of the Rev. Gershom 
Mendes Seixas, the. first minister of 
the Mickve Israel Synagogue. 

The old directories of the city 
give only a slight clue to the loca- 
tion of the store, for they describe 
Seixasas living ou High Street above 
Schuylkill 7th, or 16th Street. 
About the year 1819 this remarkable 
man was so deeply impressed with 
the helplessness and sad coudition 
of deaf and dumb childreu whom he 
chancd to see in his walks about 
the city, that he began the foun- 
dation of a school where they should 
be taught, as far as their capabili- 
ties permitted teaching. 

He was somewhat assisted in 
propagating his novel idea by the 
fact that there were before the 
public two plays founded upon the 
condition of the deaf and dumb. 
One of these plays was a trans- 
lation from Kotzebue, made by 
Smith, and another made by Dun- 
lap, and an original play by Mr. 
Clerc, the superintendent of the 
Hartford Institution for the Deaf 
and Dumb. The latter had been 
presented at the old Chestnut 
Street Theatre and was published 
in 1818. 

Seixas was a man in humble 
circumstances, but he persisted in 
ventilating his opinion, and the re- 
sult was that the small school, 
which he fitted up in his own house, 
attracted his attention of the philan- 
thropic, and they came to his assist- 
ance. It appears that the school 
was carried on there only a short 
time, and then was transferred to 
the hotel building at 11th and Mar- 
ket Streets, as already has been 
mentioned about 1820, and came 
about from a conference which the 
the founder had with persons of 
prominence, who had become in- 
terested in his work. They formed 
an organization, whioh was taken 
up by the State, and the Pennsyl- 
vania Institution for the Deaf and 
Dumb came iuto existence.

Professor Elwood L. Stevenson 
lectnred before the Fanwood Li- 
terary Association Saturday even- 
ing, osinif (be life and writings of 
Alfred Tennyson as the topic of his 
talk. Prof. Stevenson was without 
doubt at bis beat, gracing the plat- 
form with bis usual vivid "sign- 
ology," describing in general the 
great poet's home-life and customs, 
beginning with bis early struggles 
and later fame. He followed this in 
a dramatic recitation of " En n cb 
Arden," one of Tennyson's chief 
and moat loved poems. The con- 
clusion wound up with a tribute of 
honor, after which Prof- Stevenson 
gave the current events. 

The following clipping, from the 
Arkansas Optic, comes like an omen 
of prosperity for our old friend and 
schoolmate, Frank Lux :— 

AN UNCOMMON HONOR. 

A rare distinction cxme to Mr. 
Frank Lax, oar athletic instrnctor 
and drill master. Last week be 
was selected to act as referee in the 
Stale basket-ball tournament at 
Oosaett. He accepted the proffer 
and made good, as all his friends ex- 
pected. 

As far as we know this is the 
first instance of a deaf athlete's 
officiating in a State tournament of 
any kind, and is as much a tribute 
to Mr. Lux's reputation for fairness 
and knowledge of the fine points of 
the game as to his expertness as a 
player; and it should be said in this 
game be is hardly equalled by any 
in the State, though the game is as 
well played in Arkansas as in any 
State. Frank is in great demand as 
a player on the nest amaetur teams 
and almost invariably is mentioned 
aa a phenomenon. 

Mr. Lax was the first of the 
" Fan wood Drill Masters" to be 
employed outside of bis own State 
in that capacity, and has certainly 
made good. Since be has been 
here the standard of athletics has 
been notably raised, and though we 
have only a small number of large 
boys, the various teams are count- 
ed among the most formidable of 
the school class. 



The shield that was recently won 
by Company C in competition at the 
Armory of the 71st Regiment, has 
reached the Institution with the 
small brass plata for the winning 
company engraved : "Won by Com- 
pany C."

Centrally and most prominently is 
the figure of a soldier, with his rifle 
at " port arms," standing within a 
wreathed circle of scroll design 
Bfiicath this is a rained oval plate 
with scroll border, in the center of 
which is embedded the red, white 
and blue Regimental Pin of the 
71st Infantry. This pin is soaped 
like a Geoeva cross, edged with 
gold, and in golden letters is in- 
scribed the motto of the regiment 
in Latin, the Eniilinb equivalent of 
which is " For our Homes and 
Firesides." Above and below on this 
plate is chased: " Presented by 
Companies E and II, 71st Inf N. 
Q. N. Y." At the apex of the 
shield, on a crescent-shaped slab of 
bronze, stands oat boldly in raiced 
letters: "The N. Y. Inst. I. D. 
D." The whole forms an artistic 
conception of intrepid strength and 
steadfast protection.
